Slf Caspar Ton fame and kci;hthoo>d 
la building op th« noted South Ken- 
sicgtoa museum, art center of Eng- 
land, and Then Gen. dl Cesaola died 
and the questioa arose as of the right 
man to take h!j place at the head of 
the NeT iork art museum, Sir Caspar 
Tas the naa agreed upon. Of course, 
good Americans asked If there were to 
competent art directors In this co-ia- 
try. If U were really necessary to go 
abroad to Cnd some one for ths post; 
but the choice ceeins so generally sat- 
isfactory as t» hive hashed the patri- 
otic outburst. Sir Caspar Clarke is a 
maa cf most callable reputation la his 
feld of work, aaj thocsb he can count 
his years np to almost three-score he 
retains his enthusiasms. overCows with 
energy. Vcder his rule great thing* 
are eipected for the 
Metropolitan. 


And he fraakly forecasts great things. 
Thlj Is what this man of enthusiasm 
aad experience declares, as reported by 
a representative cf the 
New York 


Times: 


"Already comparing favorably (the 


museum) with the best of foreign art 
galleries. It U oa the eve of becoming 
the greatest general Institution of the 
tort oa earth—superior to the Sjuth 
Kensington museum as a treasury of 
paintings, eclipsing the great Cluny 
museum (Taris) as a storehouse cf 
carved woods, equal to any European 
rendezvous of marbles and bronzes. 
and quite overshadowing any existing 
museum In size."

thown expression in great commercial i 
and 
engineering 
accomplishments, 


gradually the people, with possession 
of Tcalth and leisure, are evincing in- 
telligent and absorbing interest la the 
arts. He calls attention to the suc- 
cess of American artists abroad, and 
lays emphasis oa the statement that 
<re long they will be content to remi:a 
at home, will not cave to go ab.-oad 
ia search of Inspiration to the beit 
effort. And he asserts that our art pa- 
trons are cot the Ignoramuses the car- 
icaturist likes to picture, but that they 
are becoming able to give expert critl- 
rfsm cf the. really good la art. Their I 
;oag purses have got thea good ad- 
visers, they have cot been slow la 
taking Instruction. 


The Metropolitan maseum has been 


criticised severely aad often as a ma- 
ceuni housing much spurious art. but 
the cew director tells n* this may be 
said of all similar places abroad. In 
taking op his tew Tork. the director 
does tot beiittls what Las been dose. 
speaks Tirmly thereof. 
He rails at- 


tention of the public to the museum's 
rich treasures, he Is doing his ctinost 
to raike these treasures popular—that 
Is. to make people of all classes ac- 
quainted with them. He gives this ex- 
pression to his sentiments: 
*In my 


experience the best and surest wiy to 
cultivate a national appreciation for 
good art Is to familiarize the muses ct 
Ihe people with the best creations. En- 
courage them, do cot 
antagonize 


them." The ciasenia U open to pho- 
tographers desiring to make copies of 
celebrated creations, students are made I 
welcome who Tisa to copy the Tork 
of the casters. 


In lite Tlth the policy cf caking 


the museum pcputir, kcowa to tie! 
p*op!e. the foIIOTlng little story cay i 
I* told: 
A liveryman. Those livery i 


stables Tere located but a few squares ! 
from the Metropolitan museum, ens! 
diy overheard two of hU drivers talk- 
ing about a picture. "The Horse Fair," 
they tad seen over at the museum, aal 
the lireryznan thought he, too, would 
to and view tte -big horse picture."

Sir Caspar desires to stimulate th* 


artists cf the country, and proposes 
competitive exhibitions, some to be 
held at the museum and eiaay to be 
held elsewhere. In time he expects to 
see competitive exhibitions established 
In eitry American city with a pcpa- 
latlon of SO.COi). and perhaps less. Tht 
Carnegie awards in the Fittstrsig an 
competition Lav* brought forth som» 
excellent work, and If competitlrt ex- 
hibitions were to be scattered as wliely 
as Sir Caspar desires, unquestionably 
a great stimulus would be glvta artist* 
the country over. It would seem th* 
Englishman after all TIS th» right 
mas. for tMs democratic country, a 
maa »lth earnest belief ia tht democ- 
racy cf art.

After the war Is over China finds 


herself In status quo as far as rail- 
roads ga. The war U credited with, 
little influence In producing the prac- ' 
tlcal deadlock ia railway conitructioa 
BOW obtaining in the celestial empire. 
Aa adequate railroad system would b* 
a woader worker, so great are its pos- 
sibilities, but while the Chinese ap- 
preciate the reed of some rallroadins 
to supplement the work of thilr can- 
als aad coolies, they have C'j realiza- 
tion of the development of a country 
by railroads. The amount of goods 
fracsported by coolies aad In northern 
China by carts Is almost beyocj be- 
lief, ta the Interior of the greater por- 
tloa of the country coolies acd cacils 
carry all the freight.
